It works out at 40 out 
of every 100 working folk in the 
area, 


Their pay packets, averaging 
between £15 and £16 0 week 
In some firms, are the biggest 
stream of wealth Into Coventry 
ecch Friday night. 


For years this has made it the 
boom city of the Midlaids. . 


Casual acquaintances will tell 
you that dustmen carn up to 
£15 a week with overtime. 


Brisk business 


That o man-and-wife team, 
working as driver and “clippic” 
on local buses, can carn up to 
£38 a week. 

And that you still pay Od. here 
for things that cost Gu, in other 
Midland. towns and cities. 

The shops round the brand- 
new and glistening main square 
say that’ trade Is as brisk as 
ever. 

But they explain that {ft 1s 
only 18 months. or 60 since 
Coventry had its big shops re- 
built after the Hitler bombing.

could be raised by at least 16 | 
percent to 20 percent per man- 
week. 

“This would not mean ‘any 
reduction in plece-work rates. * 
“So a man could carn more, 
while the compani¢s would hava 
savings tn overheads to help 

Jower prices.” 

This Is,the challenge for the 
future. But In the streets of 
Coventry you get the improscicn 
that few are ready to listen to 
advice of that sort just now.

State Probe Of Czech 
Ice Hockey Players Who 
Lack Team Spirit

Prague. 


Czechoslovak ice hockey fans are expecting a drastic reorganisation 
among players and officials of their national team—which toured Britain 
last November—following its unexpectedly poor showing at the 1956 


Olympic Winter Games 


at Cortina. 


Ice hockey is Czechostovakia’s national sport and supporters are still discussing 
why the country finished second bottom in the final pool, winning only one game, 
after confident expectations that she would gain at least third place. 


The Czechostovaks used to 
pride themselves on having the 
strongest ice hockey side {un 
Europe. Thelr failure at 
Cortina Is regarded as somc- 
thing of o national sporting dis- 
aster. 

Critics secking the reasons for 
it have attacked almost every 
branch of the sport here. They 
accused players of being con- 
ceited, pampered 
donnas,” — lacking 
and fighting — spirit, 
blamed club officials for lax 
discipline and “crawling before 
the players." 


They also spoke of disputes 
between coachts and officials 
about the selection of the 
national team, criticised its 
preparations for Cortina and 
complained about the general 
conduct of ice hockey in this 
country. 

A 8tate committee which 
controls all sport here took it 
50 seriously that it spent three 
weeks investigating the (allure 
after the team returned from 
the Winter Games.

‘We have made distribution 

deals first with one Ameri- 
can campany and then with 
another, ‘They have done their 
best within thelr own limito- 
tlons {o stcure us as many 
bookings as possible. 

But I would be much happier 
to sce British experts selling 
British films to the Americans 
in the language they under- 
stand and on the samo scale as 
we promote other products 
abroad. 

No praise can be too high for 
the efforts of Mr John Davis 
who has dono more to spread 
British films abrotd than any- 
one ¢lse In the industry and 
really. put Ealing films on the 
world map during our com- 
pany's ten years’ alllance with 
the Rank Organisation, 


But important though it ts, 
the Rank Orgzunisation is not the 
entire British him industry and 
we need an all-cut concerted 
eMort to show that cur best 
films stand comparison with any 
in the world. 


Nor can we afford to take the 
home market for granted. We 
have to compete with American 
films In our own cinemas ay well 
as in theirs, and E feel we have 
not gone about it as we should, 


On the production side we 
have concentrated too often on 
quality where ‘the watchwords 
should be quality and con- 
sistency. On the sales side we 
have tended to treat al films 
alike instead of handling them 
as individual works of art, each 
calling for its own especial kind 
of promotion, 

Britain has tho finest film 
technicians in the world, but 
they are craftsmen, not 
machines, and you cannot ¢cx- 
pect them to turn ‘out films on o 
conveyor belt, 

Some of our Ealing directors 
have gone a wholo year withbut 
finding a subject they could film 
with any real conviction. Script 
writers Ike T. E, B. Clarke 
and Willlam Rose have spent 
months searching: for the right 
comic jdea, . 

It js not fore me to harry 
ex¢ative brains Hke theirs. I 
know that when they do get 
down to work they will make"o 
good job of it. ‘ 


RIDICULOUS 


I have not always practised 
what I preach, but at any rate 
that should be our approach to 
film-making. It is ridiculous

|Govt Queried On 


Redevelopment 
At Repulse Bay 


Mr Horace Kadoorie, presiding at:the annual 
meeting of the Hongkong & Shanghai Hotels, Ltd., 
held this morning, disclosed that during the year 
an approach was made to Government to find out 
their reactions to proposals whereby land areas 
generally in the Repulse Bay district might be de- 
veloped and put to better use. 

Government had replied that no more than .a 
general indication of the major principles relating 
to any redevelopment could be given, and as a re- 
sult the Board had decided not to pursue the 
matter for the time being. 

The Chairman also revealed that the Peninsula 


Hotel had cnjoyed a record year and 


proceeding smoothly on the 


In his printed statement to 
shareholders, Mr Kadoorle said: 

Bofore dealing with — the 
accounts for the past year it may 
not be out of place to refer to 
two major incidents in the com- 
pany'’s working which have a 
dircet bearing on its future, 

The sale of the Hongkong 
Hotel site was concluded on 
August 31 when the purchasers 
exercised their option under the 
sale and purchase agreement and 
pald the balance of $6,600,000, 
the payment of $3,800,000 having 
deen made In the middle of June. 

The effect of this has been to 
tnerease considerably the lquid 
resources of the company so that 
the construction of Peninsula 
Court becomes more attractive In 
that it can now be undertaken 
without having recourse to an 
overdraft. which, prior to that, 
had been an integral purt of Ahe 
ecessury finance, 
si Werk yon the Peninsula Court, 
which jis situated adjacent to 
the Peninsula Hotel commenced 
during the yeor and piling was 
completed on December 2. 
Basement and foundation work 
is proceeding satisfactorily and 
the first shipment of structural 
siecl has left the United King- 
dom, Provided deliveries — from 
Home and the United States 
keep to schedule the building 
should be ready for eccupntion 
during the early purf of 1957. 

The building consisting of 12 
storeys, will operate as an an- 
nexe to the hotel and will con- 
tain suites of three and two 
rooms, also single, rooms, the 
farger suites having a fll- 
chenctte, It will be air-ccndl- 
Uoned throughout by ua reverst- 
ble chilled und warm water 
system, the first of {ls kind tn 
the Colony. 

The Hongkong & Shanghaf 
Banking Corperation will 
occupy the ground Moor and the 
major portion of the*mezzanine 
tleor, vacating the premises in 
the Peninsuln Hotel. which 
they have occupied since 1029.

The total cost of the project 
including the rem un paid for 
renewal of the Crown Lease 
will approximate to $8,400,000.

Court Hearing 


Hearing of an alleged contempt of the Court 
against the proprictors, editors, publishers and 
printers of ten Chinese newspapers began before 
the Full Court, comprising the Chief Justice, Mr 
Justice M. J. Hogan, and Mr JusticeJ. R. Gregg, 
Puisne Judge, this morning. 

The alleged contempt was said to have arisen 
out of the publication of an article concerning the 
Ming Tak Bank robbery in Kowloon on January 22. 


On March 9, the Full 


Court granted an ex-parto 


application by the Crown for writs of attachments to 
be issued against the newspapers for alleged contempt 
of court which were returnable today. 


The papers concetned are the 
Yuet Wah Daily News, the 
Gentleman, Yat Pao, Kung 
Sheung Daily News, Hung Looks. 
Datly News, Ming Shyg Yct Po, 
Wah Kiu Yat Po, Chiu Yin 
Po, Wan Kau Yat Po, the New 
Evening Post and the Sing Too 
Jih Po, : 

The Sing Tao Jih Po were

THE FACTS 


Dealing, with the facts ‘of tho 
case, Mr Blalr-Kerr referred to 
the affidavit of Det.
